This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 7/5/05 and the telephonic 
interview of 8/5/05.

In the claims : cancel claims 1-5 and 12-21 as non-rejoinable. 

In claim 6, text line 8, change "is joined" to -are joined-; delete all of text line 
15, and end text line 14 with - Group 3-6 elements-. 

In claim 22, text line 9, change "is joined" to -are joined--; in text line 15 delete 
"and the Lanthanide series elements" and change "Group 10" to -Group 6-.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as the examiner 
noted in the previous Office action, none of the prior art of record fairly discloses or teaches the 
transition metal compound used in the present catalyst. The above examiner's amendments 
along with those by applicants overcome the remaining formal rejections against the present 
claims.
